These people, escaping because 
they upheld their beliefs in human 
rights had to take the risk of 
being shot' by the border guards or 
arrested .before arriving in the 
British or American zones in Aus- 
tria. 

Among the thousands of refu- 
gees in the camps in Austria, there 

arc hundreds of young people who 
have had to interrupt their stu- 
dies. Some ot these .students arc 
working, their studies neglected. 
Wages arc too low to permit them 
to further their education. Besides 
this, the work is physically exact-

Not only 
àré the rules dllTerent (the main 
difTerenre being the absence of 
the red line), hut also the major* 
lly o( American players arc not 
as good skaters as their Canadian 
nclihbora. As a result, accidental 
bodily contact, Injuries along the 
boards, and (alls which result in 
aevere ice-head collisions havo 
forced United States colleges to 
Include the helmet In a player's 
equipment. 

There are no Indications at the 
present time that Helmets will 
ever be used 'en masse', here in 
Canada.' Head Injuries which can 
be prevented by a helmet are few 
and («r between. True, an ounce 
of prevention it worth a pound of 
cure, but certain disadvantage.* 
counterbalance the "prevention" 
(ormula. First of all, excessive 
peusplratlon caused by the head 
gear Is extremely uncomfortable, 
snd it might hinder playing'^ablllty 
to a considerable extent. Secondly, 
ptychological motives play a large 
part in throwing out helmet wear 
Ing. Social customs here in Canada 
have established the habit ot play- 
.inc without a helmet, and it will 
take a long iimt before this psycho- 
logical inlluencc is erased. Thirdly, 
some bbier vers argue that a helmet 
takes much of the colour away 
from a game because it Is hard to 
distlngubh between players all 
wearing the same types o( helmets. 
Dave Campbell summed up the 
slluation this way, "We have about 
hali a dozen helmets hanging 
around McGill, but you Just can't 
get the boys to wear them. I don't 
think they'll ever be used In 
Canada."

Final result of the oath contro- 
versy was that all faculty members 
were requlrcd^to affirm in their 
fempioymcnt^contracts that they 
were not Communists. Non-sign-, 
crs could appeal for a hearing when 
"the ordeal by oath gave way to 
ordeal by inquisition," said Mr.
